It certainly will be a re- 
lief to get rid of the Burleson-Damcls 
type of politician, who has for eight

' Washington. They have fed from the 
. public trough long enough. One could 
- not contemplate with serenity the pros- 
pect of that crowd in control of the 
government and the treasury after the 
•departure of President Wilson. 


From the standpoint of our material 


affairs the change must be viewed with 
satisfaction. We shall have more effi- 
cient administration, a far superior 
cabinet a more business-like dispatch 
of public business, probably some be- 
neficial legislation and possibly econo- 
my in the use of public funds. It will 
be an exchange of characteristic sou- 
thern indolence, extravagance and in- 
efficiency for northern energy, sagaci- 


r ty and competency. We may expect 
sensible reforms in income taxation, 
capable handling of transportation 
problems and a firm attitude toward 
the labor situation. The slight busi- 
ness reaction which set in a few 
months ago should give way to healthy 
industrial activity after the first of the 
year. 


Our foreign policies will be devel- 


oped and directed with vigor and de- 
cision, for the probability that Lodge, 
Root or Hughes will be the next secre- 
tary of state seems to insure strength 
and capacity in that important post. 
We are decidedly inclined to share 
the optimism of Secretary Colby's so- 
ber second thought when he adds to his 
comment that "I cannot but feel a con- 
fidence that in some way and by some 
avenue not at the moment disclosed 
this country will act up to the highest 
concept of duty." As a matter of fact, 
•what else is there for it to do? We 
have maintained all along .that after 
Harding was elected the United States 
would pursue a morally honest and ra- 
tional course 
touching peace. The 


logic of events is so compelling that 
we really have no other alternative. 
consonant with our national honor and 
self-respect, but to contribute our full 
power and influence toward the pre- 
vention of war and the enforcement of 
world peace. 
That is the American 


feeling, the American desire, and there 
is as much reason to expect it to find 
sound expression through Republican 
agencies as through Democratic — this 
in spite of all the cheap politics Repub- 
lican leaders have played in their role 
as opponents of the Wilson admin- 
istration. Now that they have the pow- 
er and the responsibility in their own 
hands they will be rapidly sobered to 
a clearer view of our national duty. 


The Republican organization wants 


the credit for final consummation of 
the international movement for world 
peace, and we may therefore look for 
resourceful consideration of the prob- 
lem and in all probability the applica- 
tion of genuine statesmanship to its 
solution. What Mr. Harding said in the 
campaign will have little bearing on 
what is to take place. That will be de- 
termined between the election and Mar. 
4. or as soon thereafter as the leaders 
can agree upon 
a definite program. 


The talent in the party available for 
this purpose ought to insure admirable 
results. Certainly there is only one 
sensible way for the country to look nt 
the matter and that is to assume that 
the nation's obligations touching peace 
•sire going to be honorably discharged 
and that we arc to play the part we 


SOME PHASES OF THE ELEMIOX 


There are some phases of the elec- 


tion in Wisconsin which, in spite of 
the Blaine victory, are matters for con- 
gratulation. Victor Berger was defeat- 
ed for congress in Milwaukee, where he 
has persisted in running in spite of the 
refusal of the house of representatives 
to seal him. Mr. Berger has bean twice 
elected and twice rejected by the house 
as an unfit representative. He was not 
barred because he was a Socialist, but 
because of his conviction and sentence 
to prison for disloyalty. The Republi- 
can 
sweep 
carried 
his 
opponent 


through, so that Milwaukee is relieved 
of the Berger problem {or the time be- 
ing at least. 


The indication 
is that one of the 


foremost candidates of the Non-Parti- 
san league. C. B. Ballard of Outagamie 
county, who was running for the state 
senate in the 14th district, has been de- 
feated. This is wholesome reverse for 
the Non-Partisan league in what was 
considered one of its strongholds in 
the state. 


It is clear now that the only reason 


the Non-Partisan league won 
any- 


where was because it succeeded in get- 
ting its candidate on the Republican 
ticket Mr. Blaine could not possibly 
have been elected without the support 
of the "straight" party voters who did 
not stop to consider that he was 
not a Republican in fact had rejected 
the state and national platforms and 
was in reality the candidate of only the 
Non-Partisan league. This is proven 
by Thompson's defeat. Had Thomp- 
son been on the Republican ticket he 
too would have been elected. 


The significance of the election is 


that the Non-Partisan league as such 
is a weak minority, but that in associ- 
tion with La Follettc it is a powerful 
factor, although still not strong enough 
to control our politics. If the Repub- 
lican party can and will drive out of its 
counsels and leadership 
its avowed 


Non-Partisan league propagandists it 
will put this agency of Socialism to 
rout in Wisconsin, just as the Repub- 
lican party is doing in Minnesota, 
where in a clear-out fight with the Non- 
Partisan league it defeated its ticket 
Tuesday by a decisive majority.

Hathorno, affixed to the old document, 
calls to mind the story that Nathaniel 
Hawthorne changed the spelling of

largo to anchor here were built and 
after the railroad was invented Bos- 
torn harbor was only a step away, BO 
that ships big and little deserted the 
old harbor. 


When Hawthorn* was surveyor of 


the port, in 1846, trade was already 
dwindling. Employees of the Custom 
House office say the work is light now, 
largely 
the routine of a small port. 


Their most arduous duties, no doubt, 
are to answer the strange question* 
of hundreds of tourists who come to 
see where Hawthorne worked and to 
handle his pen. The room is almost 
as it was in the 'novelist's time, save 
for electric lights 
and a new desk 


and a telephone, 
to replace Haw- 


thorne's small, high one, which is In 
the museum. It is an old fashioned 
room, with more furniture than the 
usual modern Government office.

Hawthorne Remembered 


Hawthorne is still 
an outstanding 


figure in Salem. His birthplace, an 
unpretentious little house on Union 
Street, is still standing. The famous 
"House of the 
Seven Gables" has 


been restored inside to look as it did 
when Hawthorne used to pay long vis- 
its to his cousin, Miss Susan Inger- 
soll. who owned it then. Hawthorne 
liked the view of the 
sea* from the 


garden of this house, and he particu- 
larly enjoyed the congenial company 
of Miss Susan, who had been, crossed 
in love when very young, and was 
noted for her gloomy, hermit-like dis- 
position. 


True to its name, the house now 


possesses seven gables. This is really 
a departure from the Hawthorne at- 
mosphere, for it had only Jive when 
he visited it. Miss Susar. is said to 
gables had formerly been placed, and 
have shown 
the idea of 


him where

seven Cables so appealed to the nov- 
elist that he immediately planned his 
famous tale named after the house. 


It is one of the quaintest houses in 


the country. Six of its sixteen rooms

ings. In the keeping room, or parlor, 
the gloomy Miss Susan in dark oils 
looks down on the leather chair where 
"Nat"

where you may see an old chest of 
the withcraft time, and hear the tra- 
dition that the chest once had a habit
